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Expedition he was upon, was a Secret : Some of 
the Letters which I found in the Ship, ſend News 
to their Friends at Quebec, that Monſieur Du Guay 
was going upon an Expedition with 20 Sail, 4 
Bomb Veſſels, and 4000 Men; one Letter ſays, 
he is bound for Boſton, but that ſeems impro- 
The Demands upon Exchange, and the Prices 
for Proviſions, and other Neceſſaries for the Fleet 
and Army in New England, were very exorbitant 
and exceſſive. z. but for the Service, we were ob- 
liged to comply with them, they being reſolved 
to make an Advantage of our Neceſſities. And 
whereas I had but one thouſand Pounds for the 
Contingencies. of this Expedition, which is but 
half what cver had been allowed to a Flag Officer 
before, and having therefore been obliged ro take 
up another thouſand Pounds here to anſwer the 
great Expences that will be required upon this 
Occaſion, and perhaps will exceed that allowance, 
I hope therefore that the Lords of the Admiralty 
will give their Directions to the Commiſſioners, of 
the Navy, to anſwer whatever Bills I may draw 
on fuch Occaſions, and I deſire their Lordſhips 
will give Orders, that the thouſand Pounds I have 
yi. taken up here, be paid into the. Hands of 
Mr. Harcourt Maſter, my Agent in England, who 
received the thouſand Pounds before aſſigned me, 
and to whom I have writ to attend the proper 
Offices for this, having charged myſelf there-

ity, that there ſhould be {mall Frigates with me, 
at my going up the River to Quebec, 


The 28 of May in the Evening, a ſmall Ship, 


upon a ſquall clearing up, was ſeen to Windward 

N. N.W. of us, ſtanding to the Southeaſtward, the 

Fleet then ſteering W. by S. the Wind N. W. by W. 

But ſhe (when it cleared up) perceiving the Fleet, 

clapt immediately upon a Wind, and the Evening 
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being too far ſpent, I thought it impoſlible for any 
Ship to ſpeak to her, without loſing the Fleet, 
which was of greater Importance than taking a 
Prize; becauſe ] often had occaſion for the Men of 
War to tow the lag and Leeward Ships; I there- 
fore made no Signal to chaſe: Notwithſtanding 
which, and an Order I had given not to hazard the 
Loſs of the Fleet in chaſing, upon any Pretence 
whatſoever, Captain Butler in the Dunkirk, and 
Captain Soanes in the Edgar, chaſed, though they 
were appointed to repeat all the Signals I made, 
for the better keeping together the great Number 
of Tranſports, and the Dunkirk never join'd us till 
we found her at Nantasket ; the Edgar indeed join- 
ed us next Day; and having had very foggy Wea- 
ther, inſomuch as not for 13 ar 14 Days together, 
to haye above 2 clear Days, there was great want 
of the third Ship for repeating the Signals; and 
during that Fogg, we loſt the Company: of 10 or 
12 Tranſports, and did not fee them till I arrived 
at Nantasket. SYS 25 pede ne SB 1 e 
This I thought ſo, great a Breach of Orders and 
Diſcipline, that I believed myſelf obliged: to call 
thoſe two Captains to anſwer for what they had 
done, at a Court Martial; the Sentences of which,

fined, and Captain Butler dilinits'd his Command, 
J appointed Licutcnant Rox/e, my firit Licutenant, 
to be Captain of the Dunkirk. 

The 5® Day of Zaxe., about three in the Morn- 
ing, we ſaw and paſled by ſeveral Iſlands of Ice, 
being in the Latitude 43d. 300 No. and p70 Leagues 
from Sly, and upon the grand Bank of Neufound- 
land, after which we had almoſt a continual Fogg 
till we came to ew England, unleis now and then 
clear for a little time.

Land, I took him abord, not thinking it ſafe 
venture ſo confiderable a Fleet upon an ub 
Shoar without a Pilot: But the Sloop, for want 
of a capable Maſter, being obliged to come away 
at the ſame time from her Fiſhing, the damage was 
adjudged by the Country here, to be forry five

Sundiy the z 4h of June in the Afternoon, I 
being then in the Humber, coming into Nantaſe 
ket, the Maſter of the Swiftfare came abord, and 
having laid, as he thought, a Buoy upon the out- 
ward Edges of a Rock at the entrance of the Har- 


bour, depending upon it, undertook to direct the 


Pilot, and in confidence of the Buoy being truly 
laid, ventured to borrow too near it, ſo that the 
Ship run upon the Rock, where ſhe lay from 7 
till 11, a- clock at Night, and was then got off 
again without any other damage than 16 foot of 
her falſe Keel bruiſed, according to the Account 
given by two divers Shipwrights; one of which 


 affirm'd the Rock to be ſmooth, and that he had 
at ſeveral times crept upon it. 


Upon my arrival at Naxrasket, J found the Mon- 
mouth and Swiftſure there, having been a Week 
before me, and what was extraordinary, the ſame 


Day that I arrived, came in alſo all the Tranſports 


and Storeſhips with me, the Dunkirk was got in 


Jo before me with her Prize. 


The Sapphire and Leopard J found at Boſton 
cleaning, having arriv'd the 15h, Day of June, 
with Colonel Nicholſon and the two Tranſports 


which ſhould have gone to New Jork; ſo that I 
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was obliged afterwards, to ſend the Cheſter, which 
came in from cruiſing three Days after me, ta 
convoy thoſe two Ships thither, unleſs ſne met 
with the Province Galley, with whom ſhe ſhould 
leave them in charge to ſee them fafe into New- 
York, and then to proceed and cruize between 
Placentia and Cape Breton, where ſhe was to join 
me with the Fleet going to Canada. , ._ 

I found at Boſton, allo the Vindſor and Wey- 
mouth, having brought in a French Man of War 
of 42 Guns and 300 Men, taken by the Wind- 
for, which Ship I ordered to proceed with me 
upon the Expedition, and the Meymouth returns 
to Jamaica with the Prize laden with Maſts and 
Yards for the Uſe of Her Majeſty's Ships in thoſe

F When the Leopard was clean'd, I ſent her alſo 
to join the Cheſter, and cruize for Intelligence. 

N The Sapphire at the requeſt of the Government 
of New England, I ſent to Annapolis Royal, with 
two Companies of New England Men raiſed for 
the Expedition, to ſhift the Garriſon, and bring 
away the Marines in their ſtead: But Sir Charles 
Hobby Governor at Annapolis, received the Men, 
but would not part with the Marines, which had 
been there ever ſince the Place had been taken, 
and which we wanted with us. 8 
Captain Cooper having informed me, that the 
Purſer of the Swiftſure was left behind by neglect, 
I appointed Mr. Rich. Heſton Purſer of that Ship. 
Captain Mitchell and Captain Gore, having com- 
plained againſt their Lieutenants, of ſome Irregu- 
larities committed by them, for which they deſired 

a Trial, I call'd a Court Martial, and here with ſend

in from cruiſing this Afternoon, met me aſhoar, 
and he and I went together to one Mr. Faneuil, to 
diſcourſe him about the Squadrons being furniſhed 
with ſuch Naval and Ordnance Stores as might be 
demanded for the Ule thereof. r 
Perceiving it very inconvenient for me to lie a- 
bord the Ship, it being about 2 Leagues from 
Town, and all Applications coming to me from 
the Shoar, I thought, for the. better expediting 
the Buſineſs, it would be moſt proper for me to 
lie aſhoar, as well as for the more eaſie and quicker 
concerting all things with the General, and conſult- 
ing the Governour; accordingly I lodged at Captain 
* Southack's Houſe, who was the Perſon by the 
Queen's appointment, to command the Province 
Gally, to go a-head of the Fleet, in Canada Ri- 
ver: But upon diſcourſing him, I found he had ne- 
ver been higher up that River than the Sept es, 
lying juft ar the Mouth, and that he was no way 
inclined to go upon the Expedition, alledging that 
he could be of no manner of Service in the River. 
IlI then ſent for my French Man, to look upon a 
Draught Captain Soutbac had of the jr e St. 
Lawrence, and the River and Places adjacent; 
Captain Southack and he diſcourſing upon the mat- 
ter, the Captain told me, he was a better Pilot 
than any I ſhould meet with here. 
The General came to my Lodging, where we 
ſettled the manner of the Marines coming aſhoar; 
but concluded nothing concerning a Man of War 
to be ſent to Annapolis Royal. Mr. Faneuil, for 
whom I ſent, being come, I recommended the 
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Care of my French Pilot to him, being willing ro 


give him all manner of Encouragement, fince he 
was like to prove a better Pilot than any to be had 
here, and I ordered him to be placed in ſome 
French Proteſtant's Houſe, where he ſhould be well 
entertained; For till now I never imagined the 
Navigation of the River Quebec would have prov'd 
ſo difficult. | 

This Morning Mr. Faneuil came to me, and of- 
fered to ſupply the Squadron under my Command, 
with Naval and Ordnance Stores, according to 
ſuch Demands as ſhould be ſign'd by me. Cap- 
rain Belcher having abſolutely refuſed to meddle 
with Victualling the Squadron of Men of War and 
Tranfports, and no Perſon elſe of the Colony be- 
ing inclined to undertake it; the Purſers, Mr. 
Mahon of the Humber, and Mr. Horton of the Ed- 
gar having offered their Service, I gave them a 
Warrant to act as Agent Victuallers for the pre- 
ſent Expedition; tho? at the ſime time I believed 
they undertook a very difficult Task. 

The Governour being come from the Congreſs, 
and at the General's, I went thither, and the Go- 
vernor told me, that a Sloop was gone to Anna— 


polis Royal with Letters to Colonel Yetch, and for 


bringing him to Boſton, and it would not now re- 
quire any Man of War to be ſent thither.

Nicholſon) ſafe to New York, and wondred, that ei- 
ther the Sapphire or the Leopard had not been ſent 


with them as ſoon as arrived at Boſton, which 
would have been more for the Service of the pre- 


tent Expedition, than their cleaning. I acquaint- 
ed the Governour alſo that I had appointed two 
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Purſers to act as Agent Victuallers, and deſired his 
Countenance and Protection ſor them in the Ex- 
ecution of their Office, which he promiſed. I 
gave Orders that the Marines ſhould be put aſhoar 
at Noddles Iſiand, according to the General's De- 
fire, with their Tents and Baggage, that they 

might encamp, and be exerciſed with the reſt of 
the Forces. ; 913-20 

Captain Matthews and Mr. Fanueil, came to ac- 
quaint me, there were two extraordinary. Divers, 
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who, after they had prepared their Bodies, would 


by next Friday be ready to dive, and {ee what 
Damage the Humber had received: For I was wil- 


ling to have her Bottom ſeen; and therefore there 


being no conveniency for careening, 1 approved 
of the Divers, | 

The Agent Victuallers were alſo with me, and 
hoped they ſhould be able by Friday next to ſup- 
ply the Squadron with freſh Proviſions : And there- 
upon I gave Orders accordingly, for the Men of 
War to ſend their Boats to Boſton fout Days in 
the Week, to receive thoſe Proviſions. But it is 
ſaid, Captain Belcher. takes up all the Salt Provi- 
ons, to enhance the Price; that he may ſell them 
at molt extraordinary Rates, for his own private 
Profit, 4414 (Ry 12d 
The two Tranſports that were to go under 
Convoy of the Cheſter to New-York, were not yet 
ready; but Captain Cook of the Leopard, ſaid they 
would be on the morrow. io eo: 

The Ships here meet with great Difficulties in 
Watering, this being a very inconvenient Place 


for that purpoſe. Some Booths being erected on 


one of the Iſlands, near Nantasket Road, for the 
Reception of our ſick Men, they were put aſhoar 


there for their Recovery. 
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I gave Orders for the two * Storeſhips to proceed 


with the Cheſter to New-York f the Captain of 
e 


which Ship was, after he had left them in ſafety 
there, to cruize off Placentia, for Intelligence, 
till the 20% of 7, and after that, off Cape Bre- 
ton, till join'd by me, and I deſigned that the 
Leopard ſhould follow him to thoſe Stations as 
ſoon as clean. 

The Agent Victuallers came to acquaint me, 
thar no Perſon would kill any Meat for them, 
without they paid ready Monies, refuſing to rake 
their Bills upon the Victualling Bord; whereupon 
I went to the General to 5 of proper Mea- 
ſures to be taken in this Caſe, foreſeeing that if we 
could not be ſupply'd with Proviſions here, upon 
the Credit of the Victualling Bord, the Expedi- 
tion muſt of neceſſity fail. 2 

The General and I therefore reſolved to preſs 
the Governour to uſe his Authority and Intereſt 
for obtaining Credit, and Proviſions, for the Ser- 
vice of the — eee 03 

Captain Matthews ſent one of the Maſters of the 


Storeſhips, bound under his Convoy for New. York, 


to acquaint me, that Captain Cook, having put his 
Things abord in order to be careen'd, had nor yet 
taken them out. The ſame Maſter alſo told me, 
that the Province Gally, belonging to this Colony, 


might have gone with them to New-Zorkz but 


ſhe is now at Sea: The General being preſent, he 
informed him the ſame; after which, Captain Mat- 


 thews came and confirm'd what the Maſter ſaid: 
However, having got two Pilots for the Store- 


ſhips, Captain Matthews told me, as ſoon as they 
were ready, he ſhould proceed with them to New- 
York : Moreover, being very well acquainted with 
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the Navigation of theſe Parts, he told me (as did June, 


all the knowing Perſons beſides, with whom 1 had 
diſcourſed) that the Province Gally had been much 


more proper for a Convoy to thoſe Storeſhips, 


than the Cheſter becauſe ſhe, being a ſmall Veſ- 
ſel, could have gone within Nantastet Shoals, 
| whereas the Cheſter muſt go about, and it might 
be a Month before — | 
that way: That generally there is a fortnight, or 


three Weeks, ſometimes a Month's difference be- 


tween a Voyage from Europe to Boſton, and New- 
York; that in all likelihood, the Kingſton therefore 


would not be at New-York, tho! detach'd from the 


Fleet ſo long ſince, in a fortnight os three Weeks, 


or perhaps a Month, after my Arrival at Boffon ; 


and that from New-York to Boſton was generally a 


Month's Paſſage for a Man of War, becauſe ob- 
lig'd to go about the Nantzasket Shoals, the neceſ- 
ſity of ſeveral Shifts of Winds, and the danger of

By all that appeared to me, every Day produ- 


cing ſomething unexpected, I begun ro think this 
Expedition would prove difficult and hazardous; 
not only with reſpect of the danger of the Bay, 
and the River of St. Laurence; but the ſeveral Im- 


pediments we met with as to the Proviſions, and 


other Neceſſaries we hoped to have had here. 

I therefore believed it not amiſs (if I could be 
ſupply'd therewith) to take up more Monies, for 
. the Contingencies of the Squadron, which in all 
likelihood would be much more than could be 
foreſeen in Britain; and having a Precedent in Sir 
Francis Wheeler, who, when , was ſent upon a 
like Expedition in the Year 1692, had 200017, 


tor Contingencies impreſs'd to him: I had as good 


Grounds to think my Occaſions would not be lefſ: 
and therefore ſpoke to Captain Paddon, who ha 
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Monies by him, to let me have for Bills on the 
Navy Bord, as much as I ſhould find neceſſary, 
deſiring him to reſerve a Sum for that purpoſe for 


that at preſent. I wanted none, ſince I had enough 


left of the 1000 /. I brought from Britain. 
I preſſed the fitting thoſe Ships which wanted 
any thing, eſpecially that they might be watered 


with all diſpatch poſſible, which was difficult and 
very troubleſome in this Port; and therefore Cap- 


tain Cu/liford thought it would have been better, 
had the Squadron gone to Not Hand, where we 
could with greater eaſc, have watered, and been 


much nearer the Proviſions. - |

The Governour, who appeared very zealous in 
promoting the Good of the Expedition, dined at 
the General's, where I was allo. We propoſed

terprize in hand; more eſpecially how to get Sub» 
ſiltance tor the Troops athoar, and Proviſions to 
enable us to proceed to Canada the General und 
myſelf prefling the quick Diſpatch of every th ing, 
expected by the Queen from this Colony; in all 


Which the Governour readily concurr'd to yield 


his Aſſitlance, His Son Major Dudley having pro» 
oſed that new Bills ſhould be iſſued out, upon the 
Fund of the Britiſh Credit, told us, that ſeveral 

Merchants had agreed to ſubſcribe tor ſupportin 

that Project, and the Governour having ſummon” 
the Council to meet and deliberate about all theſe 
Affairs, deſired the General and myſelf to be there. 
Upon this we went with the Governour to the 
Town-houſe, where the Council was met; and the 
Governour made a very handſome Speech upon the 
Occaſion, acknowledging the great Goodneſs and

Thus all things ſeeming at a Stand, till the meet»: 
ing of the Aſſembly I went to the General, und 
with him conſider d of ſeveral things to be done, 
and apprehended the fatal Conſequence of wanting 
Proviſions z and the Backwardneſs of the News 
Englanders, ſeein'd to us a very great Myſtery.

Diſcourſe about the River of Canada: But ill, 1 
find, by every Notice, that it is a very dangerous 
Navigation z and I began now to think it unſafe, 
to venture the Humber and Devonſhire up that Ri- 
ver. 
I gave Orders to all the Captains to get the Men 

of War ready, with ſuch Proviſions as they al-

Being to dine at the Governours, I went aſhoar 
to Boſton, and from thence to th 
Houſe at Roxbury, where dined the General, the 
Colonels, and ſeveral of the Sea Captains, Here 
was alſo a Gentleman, who had been a Priſoner at 
weber, who gave an Account, that the Place was

This prompted General Hill and me, to uſe all

The Forces upon Nodales Ilaud, being deſigned

All things towards this Canada Expedition pro- 
ceeding very heavily, both the General and my;

There is arrived the 18h a French In- 
habitant ſome time ſince in Port-Royal, who had 
Permiſſion to retire with his Family. He brought 
me a Letter from Monſieur Gaulin of the 14h of 
Zune, and one to Monſieur Coſta Bella. He in- 
forms us, that 40 Indians being found at the Head 
of the River the ſame Day he writ to us, was en- 
counter'd with 60 Engliſh in two Canoes that were 
going to burn the Inhabitants Houſes, and take 
them Priſoners, without any one eſcape; amongſt 
which there was a Major and Engineer, with ſix 
other Officers. This has given Encouragement to 
the Indians and Inhabitants, that they have all put 
themſelves under Arms; the ſays, to the Number of 
oo Men, who are actually going to inveſt the 
Fast and endeavour to retake it; but they want- 
ing a Perſon of Authority to put this in Execution 
there, they apply'd to Monſieur Cota Bella to ſend 
| me 
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me thither. He tells me, the Inhabitants have pray- 


ed him to write to me: He tells Monſieur Cofta 
Bella, that the Inhabitants and Indians have more 
Confidence in me than any other; but we are not 
| — a Capacity to viſit them, we are very weak our

If we had been inform d plainly the laſt Winter | 


of the Good-will of the Inhabitants. and Indians, 
and I had been permitted to go, I can afſure your 
Honour that the Fort ſhould not have been long in 
the Poſſeſſion of the Exgiifh; the Injuſtice and evil 
Treatment that every Governour does to the Inha- 
bitants, being very ſevere in the Countrey. 
The 1th here arrived another Bark of Mon- 
ſieur Gallain parted ſome time ſince, which comes 
to carry the Preſent which your Honour ſent the 


Savages laſt Year ; he has brought a Serjeant and 
two Drums, and two Engliſh Soldiers deſerted from 
the Garriſon of Port-Royal: They report that oh 


Foo that was left in the Garriſon, there is dead 


and deſerted 370 Men, and that they have no 


more than 15o Men when they left that Fort. 
There was two Months they ſay the Plague was 
ſo violent this laſt Winter, that 200 Men could 
have retaken it, becauſe the Snow had fo much da- 
maged the Work. | N 

I hope, Sir, the like Occaſion may preſent it ſelf 


this Fall, and that Monſieur Coſta Bella will ſuffer 


me to go: I can aſſure your Honour that I ſhall de- 
mand no other Aſſiſtance but the Countrey People, 
ſeeing they have a Confidence in me; becauſe I 
find in theſe Parts of the World they would re- 
ceive me with greater Pleaſure than any other: As 
for this Place we are always on our Guard, altho' 
we have no Lieutenant-Governour in this Place, 


the Place will not be leſs guarded. This I can aſ-
